settle their differences. 
The gam e 
prom ises to be a football classic and 
speculation w as rife as to which team 
held odds. 


It w as gen erally conceded, however, 
that the team of Coach VV. W . Wood 
and that of Coach K illinger are about 
equally m atched and from every indi­ 
cation, the gam e prom ised to be a 
better exhibition o f football than the 
one-sided contests with 
Bucknell in 
recent years. 


Due to the proxim ity of H arrisburg 
to both G ettysburg and C arlisle, it is 
believed that tho gam e will attract 
even larger crow ds than did the an­ 
nual Bucknell scraps. 


C oaches Wood and Rote left for 
H arrisburg w ith a squad o f tw enty 
five men this m orning at 9:30 o ’clock.

At the reopening of the S tate leg is­ 
lature in 1923, 
its m em bers w ill 
be 
asked to pass a law regulating th e sale 
and possession 
o f pistols 
and revol­ 
v ers. 
The 
purpose 
o f this bill 
is 
avowed to be to reduce m eans for com ­ 
m itting crim e and 
at the sam e tim e, 
not to .deprive the honest citizen o f a 
method o f protection 
again st crfmi- 
n als. 
The bill w ill have nothing to 
say regarding rifles or shotguns. 
The problem o f control o f concealed 
w eapons is a question that has seem ed 
to require som e solution in th e m inds 
o f police authorities for 
m any years. 
Only recently, it w as su ggested that 
a law be passed by the sta te prohibit­ 
ing the use o f all firearm s. T his xvould 
deprive hunters o f the sh otgu ns and 
rifles 
which 
are 
serving them 
so 
faith fu lly at the present tim e in 
the 
b agging o f rabbits and wild turkeys. 
A 
great 
deal 
of opposition 
w as 
aroused at that tim e to such a su g g es­ 
tion, and it becam e evident then that 
even the police in m any sections o f the 
state 
would oppose 
so strin gen t 
a 
m easure, and that th e bill could never 
obtain 
the 
backing 
o f the 
Police 
C hief’s A ssociation. 
They said 
that 
they did not believe in depriving the 
citizen s o f their rifles, because few o f 
them would ever be used unlaw fully. 
W ith the revolver, on the other hand, 
its size and portability m akes conceal­ 
m ent easy, and crim inals are quick to 
take advantage o f the fact. 


The new bill which w ill be introduc­ 
ed into the legislature is known as the 
Capper bill, being modeler! a fte r a bill 
introduced into the Senate by Senator 
Capper, o f K ansas. 


A s it w ill be presented to the state, 
the Capper bill provides that no 
one 
shall, w ithout a license, have p osses­ 
sion o f a concealed weapon except in 
his residence or place o f business, and 
that a person who buys a revolver, a f­ 
ter securing a license, m ust m ake 
a 
record of his purchase, including a full 
description 
and identification 
which 
m ust be filed by the dealer w ith the 
police. 
N o revolver can be sold until 
one day after the application for pur­ 
chase is made, and revolvers fo r sale 
cannot be displayed in places o f busi­ 
n ess. 


The purpose of this bill is to pre­ 
vent the purchase and use o f revolvers 
by crim inals, 
and to regu late 
their

official. 
This is the strange human interest 
document that Woodruff executed in 
the deal: 
“I have signed my wife, on this 
eighteenth day 
of 
July, to Grover j 
Coant, for his Ford touring ta r and 
all considerations, including one tire, 
one pumo and all the tools in the 
car at the present time. 
I let all 
bonds drop on my ex-wife.” 
It was in July last year that Wood- 
tuff possessed of a desire to 
own 
and drive a car, met Grover Coant, a 
Fulton laborer, on the streets of that 
city, and invited him to his home, 


for tablets and the like. 
The ground 
floor is arranged to admit of library, 
conference 
room, small 
auditorium, 
committee rooms and reception rooms. 
The building will he bordered on the 
cast by a wide alley and will have 
entrance to the reception room, which 
has easy access to the auditorium.

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States intends to occupy the 
entire building and no offices will be 
rented. 
The building is not, however, 
exclusively for the use of officers and 
staff but is to be a headquarters for 
American business.
